CASUALTIES 
ON SOVIET 
FRONT 


SPECIAL communiqué issued 
A in Moscow last night states: 
“It is two years. since 
Hitlerite Germany made its dastardly 
and treacherous attack on the Soviet 
Union. The peoples of our country 
have demonstrated the greatest en- 
durance and fortitude, courage and 
self-sacrifice in defending the honour 
and liberty of their motherland. 

‘In the summer of 1941 Fascist 
Germany threw against our country 
her whole army, which by that time 
had already ben completely 
mobilised, armed with thousands of 
tanks and ‘planes. The Soviet 
Union in the first period of war was 
not in a position to use all its 
powerful forces to check the enemy, 
as time was required to mobilise 
them and engage them against the 
German Fascist invaders. 

“Our Allies were only beginning the 
mass production of war equipment, 
and were unable to give substantial 
aud rapid assistance to the Soviet 
Union. During the first summer 
campaign the Red Army suffered 
serious set-backs; it nevertheless 
withstood the enemy’s pressure.” 


ASTOUNDING LOSSES 


The Soviet Information Bureau 
issued a special statement, broadcast 
by Moscow radio yesterday, on the 
results of the two years of war on 
the Soviet-German front. 

“German losses during the two 
years of war in killed and prisoners 
are 6,400,000 men against the Soviet 
loss of 4,200,000 killed and missing. 
Germany lost during the same period 
56,500 guns, 42,400 tanks and 43,000 
aircraft. Soviet losses In war 
material were 35,000 guns, 30,000 
anks and 23,006 aircraft.’’— 
(Reuter.) ‘! , 

On the central front west of Mos- 
cow on Sunday night about a com- 
pany af Axis infantry was wiped 
out, but elsewhere only artillery 
duels and patrol clashes were re- 
corded: 

In co-ordinated action between 
Soviet aircraft and a torpedo boat 
in the Barents Sea on June 19, 
transport was sunk, two transports 
and a tanker set on fire, and 13 
Axis ’planes were brought down in 
air combat, says the Soviet News 
Agency. 


GERMAN REPORT 


The German News Agency states 
that a strong Luftwaffe squadron on 
Sunday night last attacked for the 
second time Yaroslav—150 miles 
north-east of Moscow—which it de- 
scribed as an important centre of 
Russian war industry. Tae 
attack lasted 90 minutes, and, ac- 
cording to the German report, “great 
explosions and large fires could still 
be observed after the attack from a 
distance of 150 miles.” Luftwaffe 
losses were given as three aircraft.— 
(Reuter.) 


R.A.F. Bomb 
German Radio 
Factory 


A British Air Ministry 
muniqué last night stated :— 
““On Sunday night a force of 
Lancaster aircraft of Bomber Com- 
mand penetrated deep into Southern 
Germany to attack ‘the Luftschiffbau 
radio factory at Friedrichshafen. 

“ This factory makes radiolocation 
equipment, and is one of the largest 
of its kind in Germany. Air 
photographs taken to-day ‘show that 
all the main buildings have been 
hit and heavy damage done. Three 
of our bombers are missing.”’ 

The Press Association states that 
the three bombers reported missing 
after the attack have landed safely. 


SWISS “ ALERT ” 


eA Swiss communiqué issued yes- 
terday said that ‘‘foreign aircraft 
flew over Swiss territory on a number 
of occasions last night. 

‘Three people were killed and a 
fourth wounded, according to a 
report from Kuemmershausen, near 
Erlen, in the Canton of Thurgau, 
but it has not yet been established 
whether these casualties were caused 
by anti-aircraft shell splinters or by 
bombs. Incendiary bombs fell at 
Jonschwyl, in St. Gallen, and Hasel- 
berg, near Frauenfeld, in Thurgau.’’

Earthquake Wrecks 
Turkish: Town 


Several thousands of people are 
believed to have been killed in the 
earthquake whicii on Sunday de- 
stroyed half the houses at Ada 
Bazar, in Turkey, a town of 24,000 
inhabitants, about sixty miles east 
of Istanbul, says Reuter. Heavy 
damage is also reported at Geiveh, 
twenty miles to the south. 

The Associated Press quotes the 
first eye-witness report from the 
earthquake area as given by German 
Radio, quoting an Istanbul message. 
Ada Bazar is a heap of wreckage, it 
stated. The electricity works were 
damaged at the first tremor, and the 
place was veiled in darkness. Several 
rather big fires broke out.

Ohio, that “ without 
Russia to aid us in this war 
we would have been in desperate 
jeopardy,’ and ‘‘ without Russia we 
cannot plan a secure peace.” ‘‘ If 
ithere-is-to-be peace-in the world it 
must be based on an agreement be- 
tween Great Britain, Russia, China, 
the United States and other United 
Nations.”’ 


MOSCOW REVISITED 

His latest trip, he said, gave him 
renewed confidence in ultimate 
victory, and in a better and more 
peaceful world, which will lie beyond 
victory. I went back to Russia after 
five years. There are great changes. 
Moscow itself has been greatly im- 
proved. It shows little of the scars 
of war. Outside of an atmosphere 
of great activity, it gives little ap- 
pearance of a city at war. The 
army looks well clothed. The uni- 
forms of the officers, with their new 
epaulettes, are smart. Morale ap- 
pears to be very high. 

“There are many indications of a 
severe wartime shortage of food- 
stuffs. Generally, however, the 
people look sufficiently fed. The 
rationing is strict. It is graded 
according to the importance of the 
worker in the war effort. Every- 
where there are evidences of sorrow 
and grief. The casualty lists run 
into the millions of both soldiers and 
civilians. Every family in Russia 
has lost some loved one. The result- 
ing bitterness has been intensified by 
the savage, wanton destruction of 
their cities, and the horrible 
brutalities. Every man, woman and 
child is at war, and is personally 
the bitter enemy of Hitler. 

“The sufferings of the people as 
well as the determination of their 
leaders wili be satisfied with nothing 
short of absolute victory and uncon- 
ditional surrender. They have only 
one thing in their minds—to win the 
war and te win it quickly. They all 
spoke wth gratitude of Britain’s' aid 
and of Lend-Lease and the aid from 
the United States, which is now 
coming through in a substantial 
manner,”’ 


A NEW WORLD 

Describing impressions gained on 
his flight home, via Alaska, Mr. 
Davies said: “As for Siberia, there 
were hundreds and hundreds of 
sjuare miles of _— fields, bigger 
than our townships, in different 
colours of grain, all planted with 
precision and, from the air, looking 
orderly and well kept. The agri- 
cultural wealth east of Moscow in 
Siberia could feed an Empire, and 
all along on this frontier, which cor- 
responds to our west, [ }aw great 
cities—boom cities laid‘ out 
squares like our _ prairiq towns, 
dotted with factories, huge-plants 
and chimneys all over the piace. 
“This hinterland of wealth, 
resource and power, is the corner- 
stone of Soviet -military strategy. 
Both their army and their war: plans 
are undoubtedly based upon this 
fact. They have an unconquerable 
new world behind them into which, 
if need be, they can always retreat. 


SOVIET LEADERS 
“Another fact that. impressed me 
greatly, was that in the leaders of 
the Soviet Government I found an 
extraordinary quality of unspoken 
confidence and quiet strength. They 
apparently have found that their 
army can take ell that the Germans 
have .to give, that .they can trade 
punches toe to toe, and that they 
can still come back and carry the 
fight into the enemy’s corner., Their 
‘ace in the hole’ is their inner 
bastion of defence which ensures 
that they can never be conquered. 

“ In my judgment what Hitler 
failed to achieve in 1941 and 1942 
he will fail to achieve in 1943, Bat 
if he fails to attack he is in con- 
stant danger.

More Axis ;

OWERFUL Axis fighter forma< 
P tions are now being . thrown 

into the ever-growing air battle 
of Sicily, says Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent in North Africa, 
General Kesselring, Luftwaffe Chief 
in the Mediterranean, is making @ 
great bid to defend the Axis Powers’ 
most southerly European airfields. 
His pilots made strenuous attempts 
to break up the latest Allied 24- 
hour air onslaught.

Four-thousand pound bombs were 
dropped on Messina in the Sunday 
night raids, and fires could be seen 
100 miles away. San Giovanni, Port 
Empedocle, in Southern Sicily, and 
Marsala were also raided, 
Malta Mosquitoes struck at com- 
munications in Southern ‘Italy and 
Sicily. 
One of Germany’s best crack 
divisions the 60th German Motorised 
Infantry Division, which includes 
the famous S.A. Regiment, Feld- 
herrnhalle, is now in France, 
German radio announced last night. 
A call for unity in face of the 
invasion danger was made by Jean 
Paquis, Paris radio spokesman, last 
night. “All France knows that a 
storm is rising around her. French- 
men realise that their country will 
be the centre of an explosion,’’ he 
said. ‘‘We must close our ranks 
and bury all differences. 

‘‘ We are in the war again. The 
tense, close atmosphere in our 
country is ripe for an explosion.’’—
